Wrckly Crop Hulletln.
The weekly ..weather crop bulletin

(isoed oui the 4 th Bays: The mean
Liily temperature for the week ending

Sept. 1 was 71.3 degrees, or 7.5 degrees
feibovc normal. The average total pre-

cipitation was 0.71 of an inch, or 0.19
of tin inch above normal. The sunshine
average 71 per cent of the possible
amount. Generally weather conditions
have leen favorable for crop growth,
and Geld work. In the upper peninsula
find northern counties, where the rain-

fall was comparatively light, outstand-
ing spring wheat, oats and peas have
been secured, although considerably
damaged by the previous week's heavy
rainfall. An ample-rainfa- ll in all sec-

tions of the tate has put the ground
tn line condition for fall plowing,
Which is well advanced In most coun-

ties of the lower peninsula. In many
fields the heed bed for wheat and rye
lias been prepared and rye seeding i.

Coi n and lato potatoes continue
to do very finely. INIcadows and pas-

tures are iu exceptionally good condi-

tion. Ruckuhcat has made good
growth, but generally it is not well
titled. The bean harvest is quite gen-
eral, but the yields are rather poor,
lifirly corn is being cut and lato corn
I maturing rapidly. Corn cutting will
lc quite-genera- in all sections during
Che next 10 days. Generally it is heav-

ily eared and promises a line yield.
I'ho hob weather has been bad for
fruit. Tears, plums and peaches rot
.racily, while apples continue to drop
badly.

Reports to the state board of health

fchow that diarrhea, rheumatism, ehol-pr- :i

morbus, cholera infantum and neu-
ralgia, iu the order ' named, caused the
tnost sickness in Michigan during the
fnst week. Smallpox was reported at
ihree places, whooping cough at 13,
fcpiual meningitis at 5, diphtheria at
IS, measles at 20, scarlet fever at r,
f.yphoid fever at 101, and consumption
lit 170. Smallpox is believed to exist
ftt kx places, although reports were
received from but three places, which
Cast week reported this disease present.
Compared with the preceding week,
the reports from all sources indicate
that typhoid fever, scarlet fever and
diphtheria were more prevalent, and
neasles, whooping cough and small-
pox less prevalent than during the
Preceding week.

Dr. J. F. Derringer, a prominent

physician of Watcrvleet, was arrested
on the 10th and taken to the county
jail at St. Joseph. He is charged with
attempting to murder his wife. When
the news of tho attempted murder be-

came known, the people became much
excited. There was talk of lynching
Derringer, and the authorities hurried
him off to the county jail under a
strong guard. The two daughters
were awakened by screams for help
from their mother's lips, and ran to
her assistance, only to find their
father pounding her over the head and
in the face with an iron pestle. They
sprang upon the infuriated man and a
fierce struggle ensued for possession of
the weapon, and the girls finally came
out victorious. Family troubles nre at
the bottom of tho murderous attempt
upon Mrs. Derringer's life. These
same troubles led to an attempt a few
days ago on the part of Miss Kva Der-
ringer to commit suicide by taking
poison. Although not fully recovered
from the ctl'ects of the poison she
fought desperately to prevent her
father from carrying out his Intent.

CHINA WAR NCWS.

Tho latest expression as to the atti-
tude of the powers on the evacution of
Tekin comes from the United States
ambassador at Paris, (Jen. Horace
Porter, who has advised the authorities
at Washington that the attitude of tho
French government is favorable to the
position taken by Kussia. Almost
simultaneously with this dispatch from
Jen. Porter came another from tho
American charge d'affaires at Tcrlin,
giving the attitude of (lermany on litis-sia'- s

proposal. This in substance states
that tiermany, while anxious to avoid
any friction between the powers, re-

gards the conditions at PoUin such as
to require the continued presence of
German forces there. Neither (Jen.
Porter nor Mr. Jackson give the text
of the answers, but only tho substance
of the positions taken by the two gov-
ernments.

According to information received
from a reliable source, only tho U. S.
government has as yet answered the
proprosals of Russia. An exchange of
ideas between the powers is in progress.
Tho various governments have tele-
graphed their representatives in Pekiu,
asking an opinion regarding the with-
drawal of tho troops and what the mi-
litary situation would be resulting from
the decision of Kussia.

A very interesting dispatch was re-

ceived at the war department on the
4th from (Jen. Chaffee. It described
the militctry ntuation as eminently
satisfactory, and would have been of
greater value, but for the omission
common to nil of the other oilieial dis-
patches from China, namely, the date
line. In his opinion the present U. S.
force in China i.s ample to cope with
tho situation.

News has been received of the kill-
ing of several American women mis-
sionaries by tlu; Chinese. The, women
were first subjected to horrible indi-
gnitiesthey were led about the coun-
try naked, repeatedly abused, and tin-all- y

killed by a method too revolting
to bo described.

All danger of a clash between the
allies iu China is declared to be p;i.st.
Responses to Russia" proposals have
been received which, while nut defi-
nitely settling tin future course of the
powers, makes it certain that what-
ever action may be taken will be har-
monious.

The railroad from Y.tng Tsiin to Te-

kin Is totally rccl,ed. Material has
becnoidcrcd from Shanghai to recon-
struct it. A bridge is being built at
Yang Tsnn. Roadbed gangs arc work-
ing at both cuds of the w nc lc on the
road.

Tcter Austin, the farmer who has

been in jail at Tuughkeepsie, N. Y.,
since tho 7th on suspicion of having
killed Chas. Rrower, his farm hand, 11

years ago, confessed on the 10th that
he killed T.rower, but says that he did
it in The crime was
brought to light through the finding
of a skeleton in a well on a farm for-
merly occupied by Austin, winch was
identified as tho remains of Rrower by
a shin bone, which was known to have
been broken and not properly set.
Austin has stoutly protested his inno-
cence until the above date, when his
wife was induced by the district attor-
ney to go before the grand jury and
tell what she knew of tho murder.
When Austin was informed of this and
heard his wife repeat her story ho
broke clown and confessed.

llallonulit Fell 200 Irt.
Prof. Fotherglll was probably fatally

injured at Michigan City. Ind., on the
evening of the Gth, during a balloon
ascension and parachute jump. While
making tho ascension he caught on one
of the guy ropes, which tore the para-
chute, to which he was hanging, away
from the balloon.
